REVOLUTION in the method of controlling the liquor business 
~~ Pellowing an opinion submitted to the Mayor by the City Attorney, 
tie commission announced that it will, in future, hold that the transfer 
of a liquor permit from one individual to another is illegal and that 
when the holder of à permit retires from business the commission will 
use its discretion in granting a permit to another. | 

For over two decades the city has recognized the right of a holder 
of a permit to sell and transfer his privilege to another. As the num- 
ber of permits has been limited to 200, the growth of the city has given 
an enormous value to these permits. Most of them are controlled by 
breweries, and the aggregate value of the 200 is estimated at from 
$1,500,000 to $2,000,000. The new policy of the commission, adopted 
under. the City Attorney's advice, means that this 
mously decreased, if not entirely wiped out.

(New Series.) Other ordinances pre-.

subject. Ordinance No. 9226 (New Se- 
ries) provides in substance, that no 
liquor license, of any kind, shall be

establishment.’ J 

“It would seem to be clear, from 
this, that if no person cah ergage in 
the liquor business without a permit, 
authorizing such designated persgn so 
to do, that a new permit, regularly 
granted, as in this ordinance provided, 
is necessary in any case where any 
other person than the person named 
in the original .permit seeks to con- 
duct a liquor establishment, of the 
character and at the location desig- 
nated therein. The holder of a liquor 
permit cannot himself assign it so as 
to give the assignee thereof any rights 
concluding the Police Commission, for 
it is not in any sense an assignable 
instrument, nor is “It competent in 
my judgment, for the Police Commis- 
sioners to sanction such a practice, in 
effect, by recognizing such a pur- 
ported assignment, and by ordering a 
‘transcript’ of a permit to another per- 
son who may be eifher an assignee or 
party in interest to such assignment. 
Three things are essential to a valid 
liquor permit, without which no per- 
son can engage in the liquor business: 
a person must be named therein, the 
kind of liquor license must be speci- 
fied, and the location must be desig- 
nated. Under this ordinance, the 
‘transfer’ of a permit, by order of 
the board, from one person to another 
is not authorized or contemplated. 

“When the City Council declared, 
as it did by adopting this ordinance, 
that no liquor licenses should be is- 
sued, except upon a permit granted 
as therein provided, it thereby made 
a regulation governing liquor permits 
applicable to all persons alike. 1 do 
not think it would be seriously urged. 
that if the holder of a lNquor permit 
attempted to change the location of 
his place of business a new permit 
would not be necessary; nor would it 
be contended that the holder of a 
wholesale Mquor permit could change 
nis establishment into a saloon, called 
in the ordinance à retail liquor estab- 
lishment, without a new permit. .

ideal one. Biliston was rich in his own 
right. His fortune was large, but his 
appetite for fast living was larger. He 
dissipated everything he had. His 
money went like water until he had 
scarcely a dollar. He found it neces- 
sary to go to work. Incidentally he 
quarreled with his young wife, and 
there was a separation. ; 

Elliston left Nashville. That was ten 
years ago. He secured employment as 
foreign representative of a large east- 
ern firearms concern. He established 
headquarters in London and for sev- 

ars was the beau ideal of a 
pistol shot and duelist in Europe. His 
fine scores hang today in many of the 
galleries of Europe's capitals. 

SHOOTS FOR ROYALTY. 

In France, Germany, England and 
the Russias, his fame spread until he 
was in constant demand for exhifbi- 
tions before the crowned heads. His 
fame won back a little of the fortune 
he had lest. He carefully nursed this 
until he was asked to show his marks- 
manship at Monte Carlo. Under the 
lights of the great gambling hall's 
garden he exhibited to a throng of 
nobles what real shooting means. He 
snipped the dainty: stems of wine 
glasses, bored coins on the „ and as 
his reward the mohey came him in 
showers. But it did no good. The 
Monte Carlo fever gripped him. . His 
hands left the triggers of his guns for 
the tables of the gambling halis, and 
once more he went into the world with 
a fortune 

From place to place he wandered. 
His shooting’ records were very nice 
to look at, especially when placed 
above those of foreign experts, but 


easy life he longed to lead. 

He returned to the United States. 
He did not. go to his home in Nash- 
ville. He dia not return to those who 
loved him. He had left,’ after squan- 
dering all he had, and determined he 
would not go back until he had 
enough to make up for all he had 
threwn away. 

SELF-EXILED WANDERER. 

He was self-exiled from everything 
he held dear, and alone and almost 
triendless he wandered from city to 
city, chasing the pot of gold at the 
foot of the rainbow, knowing that up- 
on the money depended his happiness. 
Six months ago he reached Los Ange- 
les. He had a little money at that 
time. He also had a scheme whereby 
he hoped to recuperate his shattered 
fortune. He kept bachelor quarters 
most of the time with a valet. 

Things did not go well with him. 
Money began to run short. The man 
of 36 years had lived a dozen lives in 
that short time, had crowded the ex- 
citement of two continents into his 
system, and with his cash falling, was 
at a loss to make another turn. 

When his resources were exhausted 
he gave up his bachelor quarters. 
Wednesday night he registered at the 
Rosslyn. He talked little about him- 
nel, and spent most of the morn- 
ing yesterday in his room. At noon 


he came out for a short time, 
then returned and locked. the door. 
In the afternoon guests on the 


same floor heard a shot, and an 
investigation was made. 
Elliston’s room was not entered at 
that time. In the evening a call came 
for him, and a boy was sent up. There 
was no response and the door was 
forced. Elliston's body lay on the bed. 
He had ended his life with his favor- 
revoiver. The bullet had gone 
through his head and imbedded itself 
in the wall on the opposite side of the 
room.

The high price 
of wheat and flour is not due to specu- 
lation, but is the result of natural con- 
ditions. It is a question of supply and 
demand. 

DOESN’T FAVOR INCREASE. 
“Tt do not favor an increase in the 
price of bread to the consumer” con- 
tinued Mr. Meek. “If any advance is 
made ft will be very small and the bur- 
den must fall on the retailer. The 
profits of the retailer now range from 
20 to 50 per cent. We could not cut 
this profit more than 5 per cent. If the 
price of bread were uh be increased in 
roportion to the advance in the price 
8 ur it would result in three ounces 
being cut off a fourteen-ounce loaf of 
bread. But 5 such reduction as that 
is contemplated. : 
“We ä believe that City Sealer 
Green’s plan to require bread to be 
sold by weight Is constitutional Sum- 
lar ordinances passed in other cities 
have been declared invalid. I believe 
it would be better to require a label on 
each loaf of bread giving the weight.” 
C. R. Bradford of the Bradford Bak- 
ing Company gave it as his opinion: 
that the price of bread should be in- 
creased. He would sell two of the. 
present 5-cent loaves for 15 cents and 
the 10-cent loaf for 15. What will be 
done by the master bakers, however, 
he would not predict. 

“Today's advance of 20 cents per 
barrel for flour.“ said Mr. Bradford, 
“makes the price of the local product 
$6.80, and the eastern produet $7.20. 
These high prices are not dne to spec- 
ulation entirely. They are simply fol- 
lowing the law of supply and demand, 
The general trend of prices not only 
for flour but other commodities ts up- 
ward. My belief in this is so strong 
that I made a contract today for flour 
for three months at the market price 
in order to protect our business. I 
have made @ contract for ease for a 
year at 27 and 28 cents, the highest 
price I have ever paid. 
“I do not believe that an ordinance 
requirt the selling of bread by 
weight uld be legal, nor do I belleve 
it would be practicable.” 
“There is no’ need for the bakers in- 
creasing the price of bread at this 
time, even if the price of flour has 
gone up,” declared S. W. Green, city 
Sealer of weights and measures, “nnd 
I propose ‘to fight any such action. 
What the bakers want to do now is 
simply to put bread on a tniferm 
basis of eleven ounces to a loaf, Bak- 
ers who make eleven and twelve-ounce 
loaves sell thirty-two loaves to the 
retailer for $1. That gives the retatier 
60 per cent. profit. Some make a four- 
teen-ounce loaf of which they sell 
twenty-six for $1, giving the retailer 
80 per cent. profit. What they now 
propose to do is to make a uniform 
loaf of eleven ounces, and retain it 
when the price of flour gees down. 
. “One barre! of flour will make over 
325 loaves of bread weighing eleven - 
ounces each,” continued Mr. Green, “It 
costs about $3.50 to make.a barrel of 
flour into bread and at the present 
price of flour, $7, the total cost would

All the rest of the world . e an 
amount of cotton entirely negligible in comparison 
with this great American crop. grows a 
superior cotton in the length of the staple and the 
fineness of the fiber. But all the cotton Egypt 
would not make pocket handkerchiefs for the world. 
When it comes to the staple cotton products used 
everywhere, the world must turn to America for the 
supply of raw material. . 

Nearly half a century ago when the American 
cotton crop was less than 3,000,000 bales, if we 
remember rightly, the cutting off of the supply of 


dreds of thousands of operatives in the cotton fac- 
tories in Lancashire, England. If the factories of 
England were deprived of American cotton at the 
present time it would mean starvation to over a 
million people in that country. In ante-bellum days 
England spun and wove nearly all the cotton goods 
of the world. The American consumption, of raw 
cotton and production of cotton goods, although the 
material grew here, were very small. But we have 
developed the industry to a great degree; and Eng- 
land has not only America for an active competitor, 


These countries, outside of America, have been 
seeking cotton-growing territory all over the earth. 
A little progress has been achieved in India, and 
many attempts, not successful so far, have been made 
in various parts of Africa. The opinion of, Mr. 
Sully is that the world forever must depend upon 
the United States for its supply of cotton. He 
gives in a few sentences facts concerning the indus- 
try that are absolutely startiing. Referring to the 


and “favorable balance of trade,” he says of the 
past fiscal year that we were jubilant when told that 
the excess of exports over imports in the United 
States amounted in value to $446,000,000. “But to 
get these figures we had to count in $482,000,000 
worth of raw cotton shipped abroad; and if we 
crossed out the raw cotton from the record, our 
foreign commerce reveals an_cxport trade consider- 
ably less than our import.“ : 

The world reaps immense profit in converting 
American raw cotton into staple products, and also 
in carrying the raw material out to various coun- 
tries and then the manufactured products all over 
the world. Last year not one American ship sailed 
out of Savannah, harbor carrying raw cotton, While 
196 foreign steamships cleared from that port with 
cargoes of the crop. From Mobile 547 foreign steam- 
ships carried more than half a million tons in car- 
goes, all cotton. From New Orleans, sixty Ameri- 


: can steamships carried a little quantity of less than 


160,000 tons. But 1000 foreign ships carried away 
nearly 2,000,000 tons. From Pensneola the cotton- 
laden vessels counted 146, and not cne of them flew 
the American flag. From all the southern porta, 
326 emall American steamshins carried out a little 
ever 400,000 tons of raw cotton, while 2680 forcigr 
steamships sailed with nearly 5,000,000 tons. 
During ten months of the calendar year to the 
end of October, 1908, we reimported in cotton cloths 
of one kind or another, our own cotton to the extent 
of over $7,000,000 in value, England furnishing over 
$5,700,000 of it. In knit cottons our imports 
amounted to $9,280,000. The imports of laces, edg- 
ings, embroideries, insertions, trimmings, lace 
curtains, ete. into the United States, nearly all 
made of our own cotton, amounted to $28,341,907. 
Switzerland led with a bill of more than $8,500,000. 
France drew from us $5,745,000 for these goods, and 
England more than $4,600,000. The total value of 
the imports of cotton goods into this country in 
these ten months drew out of the country $44,786,879. 
We exported in common cotton goods u value of 
over $14,270,000, and in other cottons over $8,340,- 
900, our total exports of cotton goods amounting to 
; We paid for manufactures of. cotton 
@ little more than two dollars for every dollar we 
pecerved for cotton goods made in our own country

With the enlargement of the cotton manufactur- 
ing industry the competition for the raw material 
is becoming very sharp. The price of raw cotton in 
America has doubled in tne first nine years of the 
current century. In the far past we were at a great 
disadvantage, compared with in the lack 
of skilled operatives, in having more sive coal 
and dearer money. These conditions are alt changed. 
Money is as cheap in New York or Chicago for 
ordinary purposes as in London. We.are tu 
out more coal than any other nation on earth, 
because of our superior machinery, at a lower cost. 
English coal continually increases in expenses, be- 
cause of the depth at which the mines are now 
worked. The application of electricity to machinery 
‘is revolutionizing all industries in all patts of the 
earth. We have more water power than any other 
nation on the globe, with the possible exceptian of 


Russia. 

These conditions indicate à radical departure in 
the future. Mr. Sully aims some good-natured 
raillery at our countrymen because they permit 
foreign peoples to take our raw material, convert 
it into fabrics and send it back at a cost of three 
to ten times as much as they pay. But the man 
mistakes the American character who ever attributes 
stupidity or shortsightedness in business to our 
people. The opportunity has not favored us here- 
tofore to compete successfully with England. We 
have had too much use for our money and muscie 
in more remunerative ways. We have permitted 
these conditions to exist and increase because it paid 
us to do so. Whenever it pays to change the condi- 


tions, they will be promptly changed.

The “legal day” is as a general rule a perversion 
of the law of political economy. Wherever it is 
possible the hour shpuld be the unit of time regu- 
lating wages between employer and employé, and 
, There are very few cases 
in which the hour unit could not be applied. 

Of course there is a still more radical principle 
governing the relations of employer and employé. 
That is the piece unit by which to measure re- 
yuneration for services performed. This rule, of 
course, ix not always applicable. But wherever it 
is so it is the fairest unit of measure for services 
existent, Where the piece unit cannot be applied 
the hour unit should be. : 

The effect of this law will not be to the advantage 
of the employé if it is ever put into practice. No 
uneconomical statute law can ever work otherwise 
than to the detriment of the employés. In under- 
ground mining and in smelters, the two forms of 
employment embraced within the scope of this law, 
it is sometimes necessary to keep the works in 
continual operation, at least as to part of the 
operating appliances.

FOR PUBLIC MUSEUM. | 


Venice May Soon Take Advantage of 
„ the New Law Providing for Its 
Establishment. 


VENICE, April 15.—The City Trus- 
tees may soon be asked ‘to. take ad 
vantage of the new law and establish 
and maintain a public museum of nat- 
ural and historical objects. This law, 
which has just been approved by the 
Governor, provides that upon the re- 
quest of one-third of the electors of 
the municipality the Trustees must by 
ordinance establish such museum.
